Secrion 1. Subdivision 8 of section 28 of chapter County boards
18 of the revised statutes, entitled “of counties and of sies towas "
county officers,” is hereby amended, 80 88 to read as mrectsetiors,ss.
follows :

“8, To alter or vacate any city, town or village
plat, or any part thereof, or any street or alley therein,
surveyed and recorded in any such county, upon peti-
tion by the proprietor or proprietors of any such city,
town or village, or any part thereof or lot therein, and
upon such notice by such petitioner or petitioncrs as is
required in vacating town, city or village plats in the
circuit court.”

Secrion 2. This act shall take effect from and after
its publication.
